He pointed out that to an 
ordinary man Christianity ' entails 
certain obligatory practices and 
rules for" behavior, whereas Christ 
wanted simply a genuine belief in 
Him. br; Smith explained that 
when the Bible was written there 
was no distinction between believ- 
ing in the heart and in the mind; 
the heart was the "scat of the 
mind." Therefore, he said, wo 
should believe, in our hearts.
